are dissatisfied with Honilla. 
When 


the recent revolution was incited, Ni- 
caragua aided lionilla by supplying 
him witli men from 
that country, 


provisions, 
arms, 
ammunition and 


money. 
Abor.* two weeks ago lion- 


ilia ordered the Xicarag-tian soldiers 
to go to their own country, as the rev- 
olution was at an end, but they did 
not si-em anxious to do so. This \vni 
probably the cause of the trouble, and 


, the natives and foreigners there are 


very much opposed to (Jen. lionilla, as 
they claim he is unjust and overtaxes 
the people. 


Mr. .1. \V. Harvey, an American, who 


has been in Honduras for the past few 
years, connected with railroad enter- 
prises, was seen by a reporter and said 
that he was forced to leave the coun- 
try because he volunteered to trans- j 
port President Vasquez and Maj. K. A. ! 
Bnrke from Tegucigalpa just after the ' 
termination of the revolution. 


Mr. Harvey said that about fifteen 


days ago President Vasqnez and Maj. 
Burke were anxious to leave Teguci- 
galpa for fear they would be executed. 
Their only hope was the train. When 
it was time for them to start Mr. 
Harvey, who was the conductor of the 
train, learned that the engineer, who 
was favorable to Uonillj, refused to 
make the trip. 


It w.is impossible to get an engineer, 


and Mr. Harvey, to save the two men 
from almost certain death, ran tin- 
train to its destination and landed 
them safe at San 1'edro. From there 
President Vasque/. ami Maj. Hurke hur- 
ried to Puerto Cortes and procured 
mules, and eventually reached San Sal- 
vador. 


Mr. Harvey took a small sailboat 


and went to Guatemala, thence to 
Belize, and came to the United States. 
He says Bonilla has ordered the execu- 
tion of anumber of soldiers of Vas- 
quez's army since the end of the trou- 
ble. Already there has been a do/en or 
twenty men aiiot by Boniila's orders. 


Vasque/. may return in a few months 


and try to regain his office. 
He will 


find a number of friends ivho will aid 
him in his fight. There will probably 
be an election for government officers 
iii 9 short time.
